A Very Orderly cmmiaim
Present and no Demonstra-
tion is Shown.

The Awmerican flag which was
floated over the Government Build-
ing on the first day of February
was taken down en Saturday
morning by an order of United
States Commissioner Blount. Long
before 11 o'clock, the hoor named
for the flag to come down, 4 num-
ber of peaple congregated outside
of the Government grounds and
waited patiently for the important
moment to arrive.  There were not
many natives around. Those who
were there lined themselves on the
Palace sidewalk. and exhibited a
stolid indifference to the proceed-
ings. At a few moments before 11
o'clock the crowd increased, and
when the troops of the Government
arrived, the grounds in front of the
Government Building were com-
fortably filled. '

At one minute past 11 o'clock,
Lieut. Draper, of the U, S, S. Bos-
ton, who was in command of the

squad of marines which had been
guarding the building for two
months, gave the bugler an order

even the natives did not make an
demonstration. In a few secon
the Hawaiian flag was raised. It
was received with a military salute
of “Present Arma."

In the meantime guards belong-
ing to the Government's forces had
been stationed about the building,
and a few maments after 11 o'cloe
the United States marines marched
out on King street on their way to
Camp Boston.

The departure of the American
guards then left the Government
with its own ample forces at hand.
At the Government building there
were three companies, the regular
forces under command of Captain
Good, Company A under command
of Captain Charles Ziegler, and the
battery company in charge of Capt.
Charles Wilder. The whole bat-
talion was commanded by Lisuten-
ant-Colonel J. H. Fisher,

The Government regulars pre-
sented a very imposing appearance,
and every man had a determined
looklaflzout him. 'I‘ek:;: barracks were-.
not left unprotected, az Com

B, under command of Capt. m
Gunon, was stationed there. Com-
pany C was sent to the Palace to
look after that place.

For the présent, Company A will
remain dnt t‘l’:e Government build-
ing, and a detail from companies
l‘l,g C or D will be on watch
every night at the Palace for a few

days.

{'lw heads of the Government do
not feel any alarm, but it is con-
sidered a wise precaution to be
ready for any emergency.

During the day there had been
several rumors afloat, the most im-
portant one was to the effect that
the captain of the Ja cruiser
Naniwa was to land his men in
the afternoon with the intention
of restoring the ex-Queen to the
palace. The rumor could not be
verified and as the Japanese Con-
sul-General has denied it, it proves
to be only a royalist yarn.
At a quarter past 11 o'clock the
blusjackets and marines left Camp
Boston and marched down to
Brewer's wharf where launches
were in waiting W eonvey thern 10
their ship.
